Tbe latter tax is not imposed until 
sixty days after tbe passsKe of the act, 
that is, Aagost 12, ikll persons en-

'An additional tax of 6 cents per pound 
is iniposed on tobacco and snuff.

A one-ounce package of smoking tobac- 
co is authorized ; and one and two-third 
ounce; two and one-half ounce; and 
three and one-third ounce package of to- 
bacco and snuff are authorized, in lieu of 
two, three and four-onnce packages.

Wine growers are much interested in, 
but somewhat dnljious of, a story of a 
new process of wine manufacture. It 
seems that a French druggist has con- 
ceived the idea that the tlavor of the 
fruit of ahmbs and trees is gefaeif'ated 
in the leaves of these plants, and passes 
from them into the fruits. The fra- 
grance which the leaves of the black 
currant buah give off, especially after 
a littM mbMng. and which is ao vary 
similar to tha tasta of the berry, ap- 
pears to favor this view. The French- 
man, however, goes further, and says 
that the pleasant taste of the apple, pear 
or grape is prepared in the leaves of the 
respective planta, altliough it may be 
noticeable in these cases in a lesa de- 
gree than wtth tha blaek t/vtrmt. After 
crushing the Isavaa he adds a ferment- 
ing agent auch aa jaast to them, where- 
upon the odorleaa and tasteless gly- 
coside principle becomes free, which is 
to impart to the fruit proper ita aroma 
and pleasant taste. What waa former- 
ly sought to be accomplished with 
grapes and other frolta la now claimed 
to be done in a stiperior manner with 
the leaves of the plants in a fermenting 
vat. Apple tree leaves, for instance, nre 
placed in water containing 15 per cent, 
of angar, and yeaat la added. Aa the 
proceaa advances there ia an odor of ap- 
ples, and when the fermentation is 
finished and the yeast lias settled, a 
straw j-ellow liquid ia ol)taiued, wliieh 
poaaesses the fine "bouquet" of the fruit 
of the reapective treee from which the 
leavea were taken. The public Is as- 
sured that "with vine leaves the results 
are still more proUflo. A beverage tast- 
ing and smelling strongly of wine is ob- 
tained, and finally brandy may l>e dis- 
til led from it which Is similar to the Mbst

A sensation has been created at El 
Pasoj Tax., bj the srrival from Chnio- 
bupa, a village In the heart of tbe Si- 
erra Madre mountains, Mexico, of J. 

Newton Fowler with the news of the 
discovery by himself and Morris Single- 
ton of the famous lost gold mine of 
Tiofa. The discovery was made on the 
evening of April 6, in a deep, narrow 
canyon, through which runs the Bio 
Chico, a tributary of the Aras river. 

Mr. Fowler, while chasing a wound- 
ed deer, came across the ruins of three 
Arastas, an<i on Investigating discov- 
ered a stone wall enclosing an opening. 
Cutting through the wall, an old mlnlnf 
shaft waa displayed and at Ita naooth 
were a number of crude old mining im- 
plements. Ciiiing down the shiift a few 
feet some very rich spt'c'im ns of gold 
v^-ere found. If t!:;? is the o'.d Tiofa 
mine, aa ia firmly believed, Mr. Fowler 
and hia aaaoetates will receive $15,000 
in gold from the Mexican government, 
a standing reward iit has offered for 
the discovery of the mine. 

The records of the mine were in th(» 
hands of the priests, who had searched 
the country for it« and the records 
state tb^t the abaft la s^ed in. Mora 
than one man has lost hia life hunting 
for this mine. In 1882 PItsican, then 
chief engfiineer of the Texas & Pacific 
road, was killed by the Ap.H iies while 
he %vas searching for thi- miiic. 

J. Newton Fowkr is from lirooklyn, 
N. Y., where his father is a contractor 
and builder, and Singleton is an old 
ex-Texas ranger. The Tiofa mine was 
fabulously ri<'h in gold and was walled 
in when its owners were driven out of 
the country by the Indians in 1819.

It ii an old copy of the oldest book In 
the world — tlic l!ii>ie. It lies upon the 
librarian's dc.■^k at the public library at 
Chicago, and bcbidrs tlie card bearing 
the name of the donor, J. S. Lanny, of 
313 Waahington boulevard, there la 
nothing to tell tbe story of its past. 

The name of the maker, Christopher 
Froscheur, is still at the back of the 
volume, with the date, 1556, and it waa 
printed in Germany. It is a family 
Bible, and many a child most have 
laughed at the fnnny Httle prints that 
fill its pages. The cuts are not more 
than two Inches square, but a great 
amount of action and hlStory la ex- 
pressed In each one. 

The volume is two feet long, 18 
Inchea wide and nearly niaa iscbaa 
thiok. 

The 1,500 pages are yellow with age 
and badly frayed at the edges. The 
brass clasps which onoe held the covers 
close have been broken off. The pages 
at the front, which were used for the 
family records, have been torn out; 
even the inside of the proud cover baa 
been pasted over with foolae^p to hide 
the owner's name.

Xew York, Jono 10.— Tbe fortieth an 
niial report of tbe New York Chamber of 
Coiniiierce was made puUie tC^day. It 
Hays tbe larije wheat cropin thil coantry 
and the short crop in th« rest ct the 
vrorld inalte as a creditor Mtlon to avery 
lariie extent. 

The Governmeot finances bare been 
siicii that the Treasury was able to main- 
tain and increase its old balance, being 
greatly aided in this respect by tbe pay- 
ments upon its railway obligations. 

Attention is called to the Eastern quee- 
tioii and the encroaching of European 
Powers upon Chinese territory. It finds 
such encroachments to be • menace to 
our already large trade in China. 

The victory of the American navy at 
Manilla, with probable occapation o( tbe 
Pliilip|)ine9, \» pointed to as a possible 
help in the solution ol this problem. 
Tbe desirability of cIOMr relations with 
Canada and the improvement of onr trade 
witli this neighbor is recommended by 
reciprocal tans' relations and other uieth- 
ods. Tbe deepenins of tbe channel into 
this harbor and the improvement of the 
conditions iroverninj; the grain trade with 
tbe great West, such as better terminal 
facilities, cheaper dockage, storage, lixht- 
erage, Sa-., at this end and later perhaps 
a ship canal, are considered very desir- 
able. 

While regrettinir tbe necessity of the 
war tbe Governmeat is indorsed without 
reserve. 

Concluding, tbe report says : The re- 
port shows the increase in the balance of 
trade iii favor of the United States to be 
il83,380,000 for tbe fiscal year of 1897. 
For the calendar year it is $32,836,989. It 
shows an increase in the metallic stock of 
tbe coantry for 1897 of 196,672,678 in gold, 
and $6,781,710 in silver. The increase in 
the foreign lonmu'rce of the I'nited 
States for tbe fiscal year of 1897 is report- 
ed to be tl85,994,71S, for tbe calendar 
year $-"7,';(i:;,"*iS. 

The foreign commerce of tbe port of 
New York for the fiscal year ending June 
oOth, lStt7, show a decrease of S:),l.'i3,044 ; 
for the calendar year of 1897, $33,365,.')yo. 
The bank exchanges at tlie Clearing 
House show an increase over the previous 
year, ISOfi, a greater volume of business 
tbrouKliout the ( mintry, to the extent of 
nearly $2,000,000,000. The remaining 
months of the calendar year show a still 
greater increase over tlie fame months 
for tbe previous year, so that tbe increase 
of 1897 reached the sam of $4,800,000,000. 

The exchanges for the calendar year 
were $33,427,027,471.39, and tbe balances 
resulting therefrom were $2,014,360,316.- 
42, being $220,000,000 greater than the 
previous year. The agjiregate clearings 
of all the clearing houses in this country 
for 1897 were $51,300,000,000.

Nicola Tesla ia on the eve of a new 
achievement. lie ha.'i U arnod a new uso 
for his oscillator, that marvelous elec- 
trical instrument with which Mr. Tesla 
waa able to transmit meaaagea without 
(Mr other artificial MadiMtorB, 
yean before the aame reault waa 
achieved by othera. 

lie has now discovered that it is just 
as eas3* to blow up an enemy's vessel bj' 
means of the ochillator as it is to aenda 
message by telephone from one end of 
the city to the other. The queation of 
diatance between the enemy'a ahip and 
theoscillatordoes not enter into consid- 
eration at all. The same foire that can 
convey a niessafri' that distance will be 
able, Mr. Tcslo think.'-, to blow up the 
biggest battleship that has ever been 
afloat at an equal diatance. 

The manner of aooompliahing this is, 
of course, not divulged by the inventor 
in detail. In a (general way, however, 
he does not hesitate to say that he sim- 
ply cuuvrys an electric spark into the 
powder magozinea of the veaael to be 
blown up and the apark and powder do 
the rest. 

"By the aid of powerful machinery 
the o.scillator can be made to srtart a 
vibratory wave," said Mr. Tesla, "which 
will accumulate force oa it progresses.
